Zverev said the Russian figure 
represents a decline in military 
expenditures under the prewar 
year of 1940. He said the reduc- 
tion reflected the incessant con- 
cern of the Soviet Union for 
peace. 

U.S. Defense Figure. 

(President Truman asked Con- 
gress for  $13,028,000,000 for 
United States defense in the fiscal 
year beginning July 1. His total 
budget was $42,439,000,000. De- 
fense represents a 30.6 per cent 
Slice of the budget. It does not 
include about five billion dollars 
in Government expenses growing 
out of past wars. 

(There is no easy standard with 
which to compare what the United 
States and Russian Governments 
consider defense items. An Amer- 
ican military expert said last week 
that Russia’s admitted expendi- 
tures for military purposes repre- 
sented less than half the actual 
total. Comdr. William T. Green- 
halgh said atomic research was 
budgeted under education, air- 
craft under industrial production, 
etc., so that Russia’s military ex- 
penditures total $45,000,000,000 a 
year, more than the comparable 
expenditures of all the Western 
powers combined. 

(The total estimated defense 
budget announced by Zverev is 
79,400,000,000 rubles. The offi- 
cial rate of exchange is four ru- 
bles to the dollar. Some experts 
value thé ruble’s purchasing 
power at about 5 cents, or 20 to 
the dollar. Since the Russians 
Officially insist it is worth 25 
cents, the defense appropriation 
figure is nominally $19,850,000,- 
000, more than $6,000,000,000 
higher than the United States 
figure.) 

More than 2000 delegates ap- 
Plauded Stalin when he took a 
seat in a back row of the dais, 
along with Deputy Premier V. M. 
Molotov and other Politburo 
members who are also members 
of Parliament. 

There was applause, too, when 
Zverev announced that the 18.5 
per cent total for defense con- 
trasted with more than 32.6 per 
cent in 1940 and 24 per cent in 
1946. 

Zverev also disclosed a drop in 
expected total revenues, first 
since the war, which he ascribed 
to wide price reductions. He re- 
vealed that the Russian financial 
surplus will be sharply cut. 

With American Ambassador 
Alan G. Kirk and British Minister 
John Nicholl in the audience, he 
charged their countries with ag- 
gression and said the United 
States is spending, directly and 
indirectly, $32,000,000,000 in the 
coming budget year for war. 
Zverev said the sum is more than 
70 per cent of the total United 
States budget. 

(Zverev said last year that the 
Russian defense budget estimate 
was 19 per cent of the total but 
apparently he did not mention 
that last night. Last year’s Rus- 
sian budget called for an equiva- 
lent of $1,000,000 less than this 
year’s defense total, however.)

I don’t recall 
the denomination of the bills. 

“No demands or commitments 
were made during the meeting, 
except that Shenker said it had 
been customary to appoint a Jew 
to either the Police Board or the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
in St. Louis and he wanted to 
know how Smith felt about that. 
I told him no commitments had 
been made for membership of 
either board and that would be 
taken care of after the election 
and when vacancies occurred.” 

Hendren said he does not recall 
giving Molasky a receipt for the 
contribution, but “believe I 
thanked him.” When he returned 
to Jefferson City Hendren gave 
the $2000 to B. E. Ragland, as- 
sistant treasurer of the Democrat- 
ic Committee, he said. 

“I don’t remember whether I 
got a receipt from Ragland and I 
don’t know why the money does 
not appear in a report; I know I 
didn’t get any of the damned 
money,” Hendren declared. 

Money Not Returned. 

He said he does not recall 
whether Molasky’s $2000 was the 
largest individual contribution to 
Smith’s campaign, although he 
acknowledged it was “large.” He 
asserted no contributions were re- 
ceived “from gamblers,” and 
added he is certain Molasky’s 
money was not returned to the 
donor.

WASHINGTON, June 14 (AP) 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee voted yesterday to tax the 
unrelated business’ activity of edu- 
cational, charitable, labor, trade 
association and other tax-exempt 
organizations. 

This would mean that corpora- 
tion income taxes would apply 
where a university owns a maca- 
roni factory. President Truman 
has called exemptions in such a 


situation a tax loophole. 

By that change, plus action to 
put restrictions on the creation 
and handling of charitable trusts 
and foundations, the committee 
said it would pick up $100,000,000 
extra annually in federal revenue. 
The new rules would not tax the 
unrelated business activities of 
religious organizations. 

The committee took steps to 
prod charitable trusts and foun- 
dations to apply their funds to 
the charitable purpose for which 
they were created. It proposed 
penalties for large accumulation 
of such funds. 

Representative Forand (Dem.), 
Rhode Island, said the action, if 
it became law, would deal with 
trusts such as those created by 
Royal Little, president of Tex- 
tron, Inc., Providence, R.I. 

Congressional hearings on Lit- 
tle’s operations were held in Bos- 
ton in February 1949 on a com- 
plaint by Senator Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, who spoke of 
tax avoidance. Little, in hearings 
here, advocated changes in the 
law to tighten rules on such 
trusts. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, of- 
fered to help Administration 
leaders speed through the Senate 
any bill carrying what he regards 
as a reasonable reduction in 
excise taxes. 

Taft, who heads the Republican 
policy committee and is a member 
of the tax-handling finance com- 
mittee, told a reporter he sees no 
reason why the Republicans and 
Democrats can’t agree on some 
nuisance tax relief. 

“I will be glad to join with the 
Administration in holding only 
brief hearings and getting a bill 
before the Senate if the House 
acts soon,” Taft said, He did not 
go into details as to what would 
be reasonable tax reduction.

HONOLULU, June 14 (AP)—A 
vast cloud of mysterious origin 
has blanketed 1,200,000 square 
miles of the Pacific. United States 
Weather Bureau Meteorologist R. 
H. -Simpson said yesterday it 
might last a day or week. 

At Wake Island, 2000 miles west 
of Hawaii, the cloud rose to 16,- 
000 feet. At Hawaii, near the 
eastern limit, it had a 7000 foot 
ceiling. 

What caused it? Maybe wind- 
blown African desert sands, said 
Simpson. Or an explosive erup- 
tion down around New Guinea. 
Or—an atomic explosion. 

“A concentration of ions in the 
air could result in such a condi- 
tion,” Simpson explained, Ions 
are electrified particles jarred 
loose when an atom is split. 

The Eniwetok proving grounds, 
where new atomic tests are ex- 
pected this summer, lie about 600 
miles southwest of Wake.

Conference Set for To- 
morrow — Move in 
Brentwood for Study 
of Town Bus Line Plan. 


A meeting of the transportation 
committees of the St. Louis Coun- 
ty Planning Commission and the 
_ League of Municipalities of St. 
|Louis County with other interest- 
ed groups has been scheduled for 
3 p.m. tomorrow at Clayton by 
Oliver Blase, chairman of the 
Planning Commissiqn. The sweep- 
ing shifts in county transporta- 
tion services authorized Saturday 
by the Missouri Public Service 
Commission will be discussed. 


Blase said he arranged the 
meeting, which will be in the 
Planning Commission offices in 
the old courthouse, “to work 
jointly to find a solution to the 
transportation problem.” 


He added that he, personally, is 
‘opposed to the experimental plan 
proposed by the Public Service 
Commission and the meeting 
“probably” would express opposi- 
tion to it. Most of those who will 
attend are attorneys for various 
municipalities which opposed the 
plan at hearings before the Public 
Service Commission. 


The plan authorized by the 
State commission on a temporary 
and experimental basis provides 
for reshuffling of lines of the 
Public Service Co. and St. Louis 
| County Transit Co., which would 
‘result in payment of double fares 
‘by many county residents and an 
estimated additional cost to 
‘county passengers of $220,000 a 
| year. 

This situation, Blase said, would 
be “chaotic.” He added that a re- 
cent survey by the Planning Com- 
mission indicated that the St. 
Louis County Transit Co. is in fi- 
nancial difficulties, and, “we must 
attempt to find a way to save the 
company.” 

The Brentwood Board of Alder- 
men last night adopted a resolu- 
tion introduced by Alderman 
James F. Gallagher that the city 
explore the feasibility of setting 
up its own bus line, if the plan 
approved by the Public Service 
Commission is put into effect.

Gallagher said Brentwood could 


join with other county communi- 
ties in operation of a bus line 
from the county to downtown St. 
Louis.

ROBOT HOE NEWEST 


It Has Electric ‘Eye’ Which 
Picks Plants and Weeds 
for Chopping Off. 


-PASADENA, Calif. June 14 
(UP)—A hoe with a brain was the 
latest labor saving device offered 
to farmers 

David Packard of Palo Alto, for- 
mer Stanford football player, told 
the annual -convention of the 
American Institution of Electrical 
Engineers of a robot hoe that 
thins out plants and weeds as fast 
as 20 agricultural laborers. 

The electronic device, he said, 


.| has worked successfully in thin- 


ing sugar beet plants, and plans 
are under way to try the machine 
in cotton fields. 

An electric “eye” operated by 
light reflections from leaves of 
plants and weeds, is adjusted so 
that it selects for chopping off 
plants at certain intervals or 
plants which are out of alignment 
in the rows, Packard explained. 

“One machine will cost less 
than $5000 and it should pay for 
itself in one season,” Packard 
said, revealing that a new concern 
has been organized to manufac- 
ture it.

DALLAS, Tex., June 14 (AP). 


ECRETARY OF STATE DEAN ACHESON charged last night 
that Russia is using its armed might and Communist plotting in 
other countries as a “poised bludgeon to intimidate the weak.” 
The Secretary said there are four ways the United States can 
meet Russian pressure—but he immediately ruled out three of them: 
Isolationism, appeasement and the idea of a “preventive war” with 


atomic bombs. 


The United States, he said, will continue to follow a realistic 
policy of peaceful negotiation and strengthening the free world, in 
the hope that Russia some day will become “our good neighbor.” 


“War is not inevitable,” Ache- 
son said. “It is our responsibil- 
ity to find ways of solving our 
problem without resort to war, 
and to exhaust every possibility 
in that effort. That is what we 
intend te do.” 

In a foreign policy review be- 
fore the Civil Federation of Dal- 
las and the Community course of 
Southern Methodist University, 
he said that ‘Soviet imperialism” 
is challenging the free world by 
military preparations which “have 
gone far beyond the reasonable 
requirements of defense,” and by 
the international Communist 
movement. That movement, he 
said, seeks to destroy the capacity 
and the will of non-Communist 
nations to resist Russian ambi- 
tion. 3 
“I do not believe this creates 
an immediate danger of war,” he 
went on. “But it is being used as 
a poised bludgeon to intimidate 
the weak, and it does confront the 
world the possibility that the 
Soviet leaders, whenever they feel 
that they are strong enough, may 
be tempted to make use of mili- 
tary force as an instrument of 
their policy.” 

Isolationism Scorned. 


He scorned isolationism as a 
means of meeting the problem. 
Acheson said that would be “to 
pull down the blinds and sit in 
the parlor with a loaded shotgun, 
waiting.” He said the policy would 
not work and would be far too 
costly in armaments. 

Appeasement of Russian ambi- 
tions, he declared, would encour- 
age Soviet aggression” and lead 
to a final struggle in which both 
the American moral and military 
position would be seriously weak- 


ened. 
‘There is a third course of ac- 


“Fortunately, there is a 
fourth way of dealing with these 
problems, and that is te work 
on them in co-operation with 
other nations, and by means of 
peaceful negotiation te resolve 
our differences. This has been 
and is our policy. It has been 
the consistent policy of Presi- 
dent Truman, through four Sec- 
retaries of State, that the Unit- 
ed States should direct its ef- 


‘ forts toward this purpose.” 


Acheson explained, however, 
that there is one big obstacle to 
negotiation: The expectation of 
Russian leaders that the non- 
Communist world is headed for 
collapse and their desire to ex- 
pand their control. 

“The one difference which is 
just about impossible to negoti- 
ate is someone’s desire to elim- 
inate your existence altogether,” 
he observed. 

“Our experience has convinced 
us that, so long as the leaders of 
the Soviet Union can entertain 
hopes for early expansion into 
areas of weakness in the world, 
there is no likelihood of their en- 
tering into genuine agreements 
for the resolution of our common 
problems, or of honoring those 
agreements which we now have. 
Prior Condition. 
“There is a prior condition 
which we must fulfill in order 
to have successful and meaning- 
ful negotiation with the Soviet 
Union. That condition is for the 
Soviet leaders to be convinced 
they cannot profit from a policy 


of expansionism—that their own 
self-interest as well as that of the 
rest of the world would be ad- 
vanced by a settlement of some, 
at least, of our outstanding dif- 
ferences.”

Friends of the bill, and they 
were in the majority in Congress, 
see it otherwise. They say it 
would help business by clearing 
up for business men some ques- 
tions about government regula- 
tions and taboos. 

The problem, far too complex 
to be told fully in a story like 
this, will be given here in a very 
simplified outline. But remem- 
ber: The government has laws 
controlling business to protect 
the public and save individual 
firms from unfair competition. 

Basing Point Origin. 

For example, there is a law for- 
bidding firms to get together to 
fix prices. Price-fixing hurts the 
public which loses the benefit it 
would get from lower prices when 
there is business competition. 

The present problem goes back 
to an arrangement in the steel 
industry called the “multiple bas- 
ing point” system. Independent 
mills as well as those in big cor- 
porations took part. 

It worked in such a way that 
they didn’t cut one another’s throat 
by cutting prices to win custom- 
ers. It went like this: 

The mills in several cities — 
say Pittsburgh, Chicago and 
Birmingham — were considered 
basing points. Then, no matter 
where you bought steel, you paid 
the price charged at the nearest 
basing point. And— 

You also paid the cost of the 
freight from that nearest basing 
point to you, whether any freight 
was involved at all. For example: 

Say you lived in St. Louis and 
there was a ste@ mill there. You 
bought steel from that mill. You

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Lies Report on 
Failed to Tell 


Moscow Talks 
of Red Demands

WASHINGTON. 


HIS reporter can think of no better way to begin a summary 
of a long investigation in Europe, than to put in print what 
Trygve Lie left out. The Secretary General of the United 


Nations made the long journey to Moscow, after all, to find a way 


to end the cold war. 


Yet the unhappy Lie’s confidential report to 


the governments in London and Paris, unlike his report to the 
public, was in fact a report of worse than failure. 


To dispose first of what is least 
essential, but was much empha- 
sized by Lie, he was given at 


Moscow a super-special perform- 
ance of Stalin’s ancient charade 
as an amiable, peace-loving old 
party. The general idea con- 
veyed was that only benevolent 
Uncle Joe was holding in check 
the fire-eaters of the Politburo. It 
was more than hinted, in fact, 
that the other Russian leaders 
would behave in much more vio- 
lent manner if Stalin were not 
there to stop them. 

This is a family comedy, which 
British leaders, like American 
leaders, often have seen played 
before. It meant nothing during 
the war and means nothing now. 
It is more significant indeed that 
Lie found Stalin in excellent 
health. If this is so, we cannot 
even hope for Russian policy to 
be disrupted or diverted during 
the next years by an internal 
struggle for succession. 

Second, the men of the Krem- 
lin naturally assured Lie that once 
the Chinese Communists had re- 
placed the Nationalists on the 
U.N. Security Council, the Soviet 
Union and its satellites again 
would participate fully in U.N. 
affairs. This formed the basis 
of the only concrete recommen- 
dation :.in Lie’s recent public re- 
port, which was otherwise a mere 
plan for a gigantic game of “Let’s 
Pretend.” 

Even Lie is not so foolish, how- 
ever, as to have much faith in 
stopping the cold war by wishing 


it away. He did not spend all his 


time in Moscow listening to 
Stalin’s protestation of benev- 
olence and taking about “making 
the United Nations work.” In 
fact, he asked Stalin and the 
other members of the Politburo 
he was permitted to meet, wheth- 
er there was any practical, serious 
world settlement which they 
would agree to. 

The reply, it can now be 
stated authoritatively, was te 
confront Lie with most of the 
same old demands long ago 
made familiar by Molotov and 
Vishinsky at many international 
conferences. 

Significantly, particular empha- 
sis was placed on the Russian 


demands for a German settlement, 
demands that were last put for- 
ward at the Paris conference to 
end the Berlin blockade. The 
details of the demands made at 
Paris—the establishment of a 
“democratic” (i.e. Communist-con- 
trolled) government, and so on— 
need not be set down here. It is 
enough to say that there was just 
one meaning in the Paris de- 
mands, and in the less precise 
demands made to Lie. 


The meaning of these de- 
mands is that the Kremlin will 
only be satisfied with conces- 
sions permitting the early cap- 
ture of Germany by the Soviet 
Union. The capture of Ger- 
many, of course, would in turn 
lead to the eventual Russian 
capture of all of Western 
Europe. In short, what the 
Kremlin insists on in Europe is 
another infinitely vaster Mu- 
nich, sure to be followed by 
infinitely more terrible conse- 
quences. This fact must be 
weighed, furthermore, with the 
complementary fact of the Rus- 
sian drive for Asia. 


This brief, : second-hand, but 
authoritative summary of what 
Lie told the Paris and London 
governments is worth setting 
down for just one reason. As 
Secretary General of the United 
Nations Lie has, after all, been 
decidedly sympathetic to the Rus- 
sians. He went to Moscow at the 
height of a Kremlin “peace offen- 
sive,” with every Communist 
party and Communist front in 
Europe bellowing for “peace” day 
and night. If the Kremlin in- 
tended to make proposals for an 
honorable and practical .world 
settlement to any one at all, Lie 
should have been that man. 


Instead, Russian imperialism 
proved to be as strong as ever, 
and piecemeal surrender was sug- 
gested as the right way for the 


western world to make peace with 
Moscow. The U.N. Secretary Gen- 
eral, who does not like to put 
hard facts in blunt language, will 
no doubt dislike and may prob- 
ably deny this description of his 
experience. However, if Lie’s 
statements in Paris and London 
are to be trusted, the bleak truth 
remains. After Lie’s journey, we 
know, better than ever, exactly

A few years ago some people said, 
“St. Louis is far behind, it should have 
the things the East has.” What a howl 
was made because music was not on St.

Who’s Who on Monopoly 


When President Truman studies 8.1008, the 
basing-point bill, he may be surprised to find 
that one of its proponents is Senator Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney, the Wyoming Democrat who long 
ago staked out his claim as the Senate’s senior 
“trust-buster” and advocate of competition. 

S.1008 would legalize, in certain circum- 
stances, the basing-point method of setting in- 
dustrial prices. The issue is whether this would 
weaken competition and the anti-trust laws. 

It is strange to find Senator O’Mahoney sup- 
porting the bill. The Temporary National Eco- 
nomic Committee, of which he was chairman, 
made an exhaustive study of the basing-point 
system, and in its final report of March 1941 
recommended “that the Congress enact legis- 
lation declaring such pricing systems to be 
illegal.” 

Senator O’Mahoney put his name to that re- 
port nine years ago, yet today he supports a 
bill to legalize what he then wished to outlaw. 
In explanation, he argues that S.1008 would 
not in his opinion actually weaken the anti- 
trust laws which he has so often defended. 

The Senator’s opinion is entitled to respect, 
but he could be wrong. If President Truman 
will look down the list of Senators supporting 
$.1008, he will find very few others who have 
distinguished themselves as friends of the anti- 
trust laws or of business competition. On the 
contrary, he will find the list loaded with known 
spokesmen for monopoly. 

We cannot recall that Bricker of Ohio ever 
championed vigorous enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws against monopoly. Or Capehart of 
Indiana. Or McCarran of Nevada, Brewster of 
Maine, Byrd of Virginia, Donnell of Missouri, 
Wherry of Nebraska, Kerr of Oklahoma, Martin 
of Pennsylvania, and Cain of Washington. 

These are some of Senator O’Mahoney’s com- 
panions in advocating S.1008. On the other hand, 
the list of those who opposed the bill, on the 
ground that it would open up a serious breach 
in the anti-trust. laws, includes such proved 
champions of small business and of a com- 
petitive society as Benton of Connecticut, Aiken 
of Vermont, Kefauver of Tennessee, Morse of 
Oregon, Douglas and Lucas of Illinois, Hum- 
phrey of Minnesota, Murray of Montana and 
Lehman of New York. 

Both lists, the President will note, are. bi- 
partisan. The one Senator who seems seriously 
out of place in the light of hig past record 
is O'Mahoney. Mr. Truman can only conclude 
that for some reason the Wyoming Democrat 
on this bill has got off base, if not off the 
basing point. 

When the President remembers that his own 
Federal Trade Commission, one of the enforcing 
agencies for anti-trust cases, vigorously opposes 
S.1008; when he notes that another enforcing 
agency, the anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice, has “never urged the necessity 
or .desirability” of such legislation; when he 
recalls his own frequent espousal of the prin- 
ciples behind the anti-trust laws—then he can 
consistently follow no course but to veto the bill. 
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18 Ways to Spell Appalaction 

In taking steps because his students spelled 
Appalachian 18 different wrong ways, Dr. 
Lawrence Whitcomb of Lehigh University may 
be unduly exercised. Applechean is, after all, 
an unusually hard word to spell. A student who 
spelled Appliachian in some such way as Apala- 
tian, say, would not need to be deemed a failure 
at all academic pursuits. 

One of the most illustrious precedents for 
misspelling names is that of Shakespeare. In 
writing his own name Shakspir spelled it any 
number of ways, every one of which may have 
been wrong, for all we know, since every indi- 
vidual is the sole authority on how to spell his 
name, and Shikspare never established an offi- 
cial version. 

Havelock Ellis gives still another brilliant 
example to show that orthography and scholar- 
ship are not always inseparable. Elis tells about 
a learned chap who wrote a biography of some 
eminent man he admired as James Boswell ad- 
mired Samuel Johnson (not Ben Jonson, Samuel 
Jonson) and spelled his name a different way 
almost every time, none of them the official 
way. 

It was Havilock Elles’ conclusion that over- 
preoccupation with spelling was the mark of a 
small mind. So we wonder if Dr. Whitcum may 
not be making a mountain out of a molehill. To 
be specific, an Appalachant mountain. 
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Waiting for Trouble 

St. Louis has not had a major hotel fire in 
four years. It should not wait for one. ~ 

In 1946, as Ralph Coghlan writes, four persons 
died in a fire at the Alpine Hotel here. After 
two years, three major fires elsewhere and 199 
more dead, the Board of Aldermen finally com- 
pleted work on two new fire safety ordinances 
for hotels. 

But then the Aldermen grew solicitous for 
some hotel owners, who complained of the cost 
of safety. Without asking for advice from Fire 
Chief Kammann, who knows what the danger is, 
the Aldermen extended the effective date of 
the ordinances—one three times, the other twice. 

Today, four years and five extensions later, 60 
per cent of the major hotels in this city have not 
complied with the new safety code. And the 
code goes into effect in just 16 days. 

The Aldermen should keep hands off the 
laws this time. If they postpone enforcement 
again, they are waiting for trouble. The 87 
hotels which are flouting fire prevention are 
waiting for trouble. Everything comes to him 
who waits, including holocausts. 

The fire code should be enforced and hotels 


required to obey it. 
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Those Behind the Propaganda 

John T. Flynn became a poison-pen artist 
years ago. His hatred of Franklin D. Roosevelt 
degenerated into a phobia which, as the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal points out, seemingly 
compels him to develop inaccuracies and dis- 
tortions in book-length lots. 

Editors know this, and those of the Reader’s 
Digest can hardly be considered exceptions. 
They knew what they were doing when they un- 
loaded Flynn's latest screed on their readers. 
But we do not say that they had no right to do 
this. Sometimes, broad allowances must be 
made for the sake of freedom of speech and 
press. We even hesitate to say that the Reader's 
Digest should have given its public some inkling 
as to the character of the man whose work they 
were presenting. 

But we do say that the editors of the Reader’s 
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inevitably two sides to issues as controversial 


as those raised by Flynn. A magazine which 
carries only one side is publishing not informa- 
tion, but propaganda. 

As a matter of fact, Flynn’s book has. been 
distributed in large quantities by the Committee 
for Constitutional Government and by the Amer-~ 
ican Medica] Association. As Marquis Childs 
reports today, the former faces a congressional 
contempt charge. For the second time, its di- 
rector, Edward A. Rumely, has refused to dis- 
close the sources of the large amounts it spends 
in its unremitting war against the New Deal 
and the Fair Deal. The first time was in 1938. 
We hope that this time the group with the 
high-sounding name will disclose its backers. 
Those who would influence the American people 
ought to have enough courage to come out into 
the open. If they believe that these activities 
are justifiable, why hide? | 
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For a Judge From St. Louis 

St. Louis’ claim to a seat on the Missouri 
Supreme Court should be pressed again by the 
local bar now that a vacancy has been created 
by the death of Judge Albert M. Clark. 

This is not a matter of local pride or prestige. 
It is a matter of representation of the city 
which produces 40 per cent of all litigation in 
the Supreme Court at Jefferson City. It is a 
matter of facilitating the work of that court 
through the experience and training of a judge 
who knows the customs and practices of the St. 
Louis region. It is a matter of equipping the 
bench with someone who can help interpret the 
law in the light of local thinking and habits. 

St. Louis has not had a judge at Jefferson 
City since the retirement of James M. Douglas. 
When that vacancy was filled, a first-rate St. 
Louis nominee was passed over by Gov. Smith 
in favor of Judge S. P. Dalton of Cape Girar- 
deau, also qualified be it said. So the judges 
today are: One from Southeast Missouri, two 
from Kansas City and one each from Maryville, 
Princeton and St. Joseph. The situation is worse 
today than it was when we printed a map of 
the situation and discussed the issue, last Dec. 18. 

The judicial commission should pay particular 
attention to this need of St. Louis litigants and 
of the Missouri Supreme Court for an able St. 
Louisan on the bench at Jefferson City. The 
three names submitted to Gov. Smith should 
inelude two if not three qualified St. Louisans. 
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Director O°Toole Out of Bounds 


It is the function of a professional civil serv- 
ant to administer efficiently. It is the function 
of his political boss to set broad policies for 
the professional subordi.iates to carry out, and 
also to make sure that the administration is 
tempered with a little humanity and common 
sense. 

Director of Public Welfare John J. O’Toole 
clearly stepped outside his proper sphere when 
he interfered with Health Commissioner J. 
Earl Smith’s effort to close an unsanitary ice 
cream parlor. There was no question of broad 
policy involved. Common sense required that 
the establishment be closed at once. 

But Mr. O’Toole twice instructed one of Dr. 
Smith’s inspectors to grant the offender more 
time to correct violations of the clean restaurant 
ordinance. Four times Mr. O’Toole obtained 
continuances in a case where immediate clean-up 
action was imperative. The result was that a 
hazard to public health was permitted to con- 
tinue for five months after the first complaint 
was made. 

Mr. O’Toole’s actions: in this case break down 
the morale and the authority of the professionals 
the public pays to carry out its wishes. But 
more than principles of good administration is 
involved.. His actions snipe at the whole prin- 
ciple of respect for the law, encouraging any- 
body who-wants to get away with something to 
run to City Hall for help. Mr. O’Toole should 
remember that his job is to promote the public 
health and welfare, not to endanger them. 
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The 5914-Cent Dollar 

Recent days saw a fat production of economic 
facts and figures. Consumer incomes have risen 
to $212,800,000,000 a year—and it was only last 
September that President Truman said the na- 
tional income could be raised from $200,000,- 
000,000. to $300,000,000,000. But in terms of 
what it buys, what is the 1950 dollar worth? 

Editorial Research Reports states that the cur- 
rent dollar is worth 59142 cents of tle 1939 dollar 
on the basis of purchasing power. For food 
alone, the 1950 dollar is worth 4814 cents of 
the prewar dollar; for clothing, 54 cents; for 
rent, 85 cents (largely because of rent control). 
Taken alone, these figures are a mark of infla- 
tion, but they should not frighten peopie out 
of their pocketbooks. 

At least one third of the decade’s vast gain 
in income is real. The Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics says that in 10 years, the average work- 
er’s pay rose 133 per cent. Living costs did 
not increase that much. The result was that 
the average worker’s actual purchasing power 
went up 36 per cent from 1939 to 1948. Today 
most Americans, though not all, are better off 
financially than before the war. This is a happy 
statistic, and thank you, BLS. 
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Two Inquiries Would Be Confusion 


Homer Capehart of Indiana and 20 of his 
Republican colleagues in the Senate have intro- 
duced a resolution for investigation of the Amer- 
asia case by the Senate Judiciary Committee. 

This request would be in order were there 
not already an inquiry in process into this 
puzzling case. A subcommittee of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, headed by Senator Tydings 
of Maryland, is going after the facts about the 
wartime prosecution of Philip Jaffe, editor of 
Amerasia. Much work has already been done 
and only this week Jaffe, who was fined $2500 
for possession of secret papers, was called to 
the witness stand and asked many specific ques- 
tions. Among the questions he did not answer 
was one which asked whether or not he had 
ever been a Communist. 

The country is entitled to know all about the 
Amerasia case. It is entitled to know whether 
there was any disposition to go easy on the 
Amerasia defendants—and if so, why. But all 
this can be pressed for just as well through the 
established subcommittee. Its three Republican 
members are Wiley of Wisconsin, Hickenlooper 
of Iowa and Lodge of Massachusetts, who should 
be able to keep the majority on the trail. 

lf another committee delved into the Amer- 
asia case, it would be a second such duplication 
of effort and expense in the present Congress. 
Already the Commerce subcommittee headed by 
Senator McFarland ds duplicating part of the 
work done by Senator Kefauver’s Judiciary sub- 
committee investigating nation-wide crime. 

The Amerasia investigation now in progress 
would elso only be confused by opening up an- 
other under the auspices of Pat McCarran of 
Nevada.

There are times when the daily news- 
paper, with all its malice and absurdity, 
all of its witch-hunt headlines and its 
idiotic inflation of such trivia as Mosinee’s 
Red day, is entitled to stand up and look 
narrowly at its more pious brethren. Two 
recent occurrences among the monthly 
magazines, which supposedly have time 
to free themselves from the hasty miscal- 
culations of journal- 
ism, are cases in 
point.

Unworthy of Attention 


The book is unworthy of serious atten- 
tion, as all of Mr. Flynn’s efforts are. 
Any magazine publisher or newspaper 
editor who took seriously his duty toward 
his readers would, in choosing any Flynn 
work for publication, feel bound to point 
out the facts of the autnhor’s known. bias 
and suggest that his readers take it into 
account when weighing his arguments. 

But the Reader’s Digest, which has built 
up an incredible -circulation of 9,000,000 
by picking other magazines’ brains, largely 
of innocuous items, has delivered Mr. 
Flynn without warning into the homes 
of all these earnest citizens. It did more. 
It headlined and advertised this condensa- 
tion, placed it in the front of its February 
issue and pressed it with seven quoted 
paragraphs of resounding praise. 

Of these encomiums, however, two are 
editorials, one from the McCormick- 
inspired New York Daily News, the other 
from the Hearst-owned New York Journal- 
American. Both of these newspapers repeat 
the Flynn arguments ly in their edi- 
torial columns. The d tribute is from 
the Brooklyn Tablet, a Catholic weekly 
well known for the narrowness and con- 
servatism of its outlook; a fourth comes 
fram the anonymous reviewer of an ultra- 
conservative sales organization called Ex- 
ecutive Books, Inc. 


What the Reviewer Said 


Of the three others, one is a sentence 
from The New York Herald Tribune’s 
review, one a comment by Benjamin Stol- 
berg, a veteran New Deal critic, and the 
third is by Karl Schriftgiesser, a reviewer 
for the New York Times. 

In his selection of “The Road Ahead” 
for reprint the editor of Reader's Digest 
may have beef guilty of no more than 
enthusiastic agreement with a biased view- 
point. In his choice of all the reviews ‘but 
this last one, he may have meant no more 
‘than to buttress his choice with the views 
of like-minded persons. But the quotation 
from Mr. Schriftgiesser’s a must be 
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Here is what The Times review really 
said about the Flynn book: One of the 
two “most important books about the con- 
temporary American scene that we will 
have this year” ... because “they are 
the latest and most extreme manifestations 
of an endemic hysteria presently affecting 
a considerable segment of our population.” 

Elsewhere Mr. Schriftgiesser has de- 
scribed this book as “brazen nonsense” and 
“pernicious flummery.” But Digest readers 
have not been told this. 


Such is the curious respect in which the 
Digest is held by its innumerable sub- 
scribers that Mr. Flynn’s wildly inaccurate 
warning has become a sort of Bible to 
segments of the worried middle class of 
this country. It has been reviewed at 
women’s clubs, discussed by high school 
debaters, read with bewilderment by thou- 
sands of good peopie who had innogently 
supposed until now that we were doing 
pretty well. 


Magazine Out on a Limb 


Our second example of journalistic irre- 
sponsibility on the monthly plane is less 
dishonest but more slipshod. The pride 
of Harper's Magazine in its well-written 
scholarship is usually more than justified. 
Just what combination of circumstances 
caused it to slip as badly as it did with 
the publication of “The Day the Sun Stood 
Still,” is difficult for the outsider to judge. 


This article, which led the January issue, 
was written by Eric Larrabee from the 
manuscript of a book written by an elderly 
scholar called Dr. Emanuel Velikovsky. To 
be perhaps unfairly brief with his theory, 
Dr. Velikovsky claimed that an explana- 
tion may be found for many mystifying 
Old Testament references and pagan leg- 
ends if we accept the theory that the tail 
of the planet Venus once flicked the earth 
slightly, causing the forces of gravity to 
be suspended and the sun to pause in sts 
passage. 

The theory is entertaining enough, and 
provoéative enough, to be worth the space 
devoted to it by Harper’s, provided it is 
offered as entertainment and provocation. 
But editorially, Harper’s climbed far out 
on a most insubstantial limb by ascribing 
to the doctor virtues of scientific wisdom 
and knowledge which apparently he does 


not possess. 
Unction and Treacly Piety 


Harper’s responsibility in the matter, 
the extent to which journals which value 
their reputation ar+ coming to depend 
for interpretations of science upon rewrite 
men and publishers’ agents, are sharply 
analyzed in The New Yorker by Alfred 
Kazin who probably sets at rest for all 
time the pathetic pretensions of Dr. Veli- 
kovsky and the rather more serious mis 
demeanor of Harper’s. 

Probably very little harm has been done 
really, either to science or to popular be- 
lief in Biblical miracles, by the Velikovsky 
tempest. The Digest flirtation with John 
T. Flynn may be something else again. 
This is not the first time the Digest has 
imposed upon its vast circulation some 
point of conservative d that is dubi- 
ous in derivation and’ shaky in fact. It 
probably will not be the last. 

But it is depressing that a publication 
so noted for unction and a treacly piety 
has so little understanding that its power 
for mass dissemination of ideas carries a 
corresponding obligation of intellectual 
honesty. The Digest is undeniably power- 
ful. Even its best friends, however, cannot 
defend ‘ts right to sell Mr. Flynn under 
false pretenses.

But M. Ayme’s own carefully cultivated 
opportunism detracts no more from an ef- 
fective novel than does his failure to make 
up his mind whether he was writing a 
new-style village idyll or a tract against 
Communism. The citizenry of Mosinee, 
Wis., could have spared themselves much 
effort if they had read this book.

I 


F there is a disastrous hotel fire in St. Louis in the near future, 
do not blame Fire Chief Walter H. Kammann or the St. Louis 
Fire Department: They have done all they can to prevent such a 
happening. Put the bleme instead on the Board of Aldermen, .which 


has played ducks and drakes with this question for several years. 


On Jan. 27, 1946, the Alpine 
Hotel at 412 Pine street caught 
fire at 4 o'clock in the morning. 
Four persons died, including a 
fireman. Walter Kammann, then 
Fire Marshal, swung into action. 
He drew up an ordinance to com- 
pel further safety regulations in 
the older type of hotel and lodg- 
ing house. 

On June 5, 1946, 61 died in the 
fire at LaSalle Hotel in Chicago:

Under the impact of these succes- 
sive tragedies, the Board of Alder- 
man, on July 25, 1946, passed 
Walter Kammann’s ordinance.

COLLEGE GRADUATES 
HAVING MORE BABIES 


Survey Shows Increase, but 


| 


MARQUIS CHILDS 


Flynn’s Backers Face Contempt Charge | 


Still Not Enough to Re- 
place Parents. 


WASHINGTON, June 14 (UP) 
—College graduates are having 
more babies than did their prede- 
cessors of 10 years ago, but not 
enough to replace themselves, the 
Population Reference Bureau said 


A bureau survey of 109,000 
graduates of the 1936-40 classes 
showed an average of 1.29 chil- 
dren for the men and 1.09 for 
the women 10 years after gradu- 
ation. 

Graduates of the 1940 class 
made the best showing with a 
rate of 1.275 children; 29 per cent 
higher than reported for the 1936 
graduates when they were 10 
years out of college. 

In Missouri, graduates of West- 
minster, a men’s college, who 
have been out of school 25 years 
had an average of 2.26 children, 
compared with a national average 
of 1.81. At St. Louis University, 
the average for the 1925 class is 
2.18 children. Women graduates 
in 1925 of. Missouri Valley Col- 
lege, Marshall, had an average of 
1.46 children, compared to the 


national average of 1.23. 

The bureau said the college 
groups still are far short of the 
replacement rate of 2.1 children 
per marriage. It pointed out also 
that as recently as 1947 women 
with only grade school education 
had reproduction rates 48 to 78 
per cent higher than needed for 
replacement while college women 
were 5 per cent short of the re- 
placement level. 

The bureau noted that the low 
birth rates among college gradu- 
ates seem to stem largely from 
economic reasons; hesitancy to 
have families until they can pro- 
vide what they consider adequate 
surroundings and education. But, 
the bureau asked: “If they can’t 
afford them, who can?”

This case would seem to par- 
allel closely that of the Joint Anti- 
Fascist Refugee Committee, which 
is on the Attorney General's list 
of subversive organizations. That 
committee refused to produce its 
records showing 
how it was fi- 
nanced. Eleven 
committee mem- 
bers were sen- 
tenced to from 
three to six 
months in jail. 
Having finally 
exhausted all le- 
gal appeals, they 
are about to 
serve their sen- 
tences, thus end- 
ing nearly four 
years of dispute. 

The Committee for 
tional Government is just now at 
the beginning of what may prove 
to be a similar development. Rum- 
ely has refused once to produce 
the records sought by the lobby 
committee.

stitution. A letter appealing for 
funds quotes the Bill of Rights: 
“Congress shall make no law... 
abridging the freedom of speech 
or of the press’ and again, “the 
right of people to be secure in 
their persons, houses, papers and 
effects, against unreasonable 
search and seizure.” 

Interestingly enough, this same 
Bill of Rights and other consti- 
tutional guarantees were invoked 
by the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee 
Committtee. In repeated appeals, 
the same arguments in behalf of 
the right of privacy and the right 
of free speech were raised. 

An important distinction can, 
of course, be made—the Anti- 
Fascist Committee is linked by 


the Attorney-General to Com- 
munism and the Communist con- 
spiracy. 

But the fact remains that the 
contempt charge against the 
Anti-Fascist Committee appears to 
be based on the same refusal to 
produce private papers that the . 
Committee for Constitutional 
Government may eventually be 
found guilty of.

Such a precedent is exceed- 
ingly dangerous to all of us who 
cherish the freedoms that have 
made this nation great. It is 
dangerous in particular because 
freedom is indivisible. 

If you jail the members of 
one unpopular group for its ideas, 
sooner or later you will jail an- 
other unpopular group and finally 
all who dare to think and to 
speak.

America’s STANDOUT Cigar Value

One who has fished a great 
number of years will, in the 
course of time, acquire knowl- 
edge from the school of experi- 
ence which should possibly be 
passed on to the younger genera- 
tion. None of this knowledge is 
s0 revolutionary as to cause the 
“Man of Distinction” accolade. 
yet it wil prove its merit if given 
an opportunity. 

One of the most 
all fishing methods is to wade 
down some small Ozark stream, 
fly fishing on a summer’s day. A 
pair of sneakers, dark khaki pants 
and shirt, felt hat with flies and 


spinners in the hatband, and a. 


light fly rod complete the ensem- 
ble—but what about the creel? 
Here is the tip. Place a “safety 
pin” stringer around your waist 
at the belt, then fasten one of the 
pins through the chain, allowing 
the remaining portion of the 
stringer to dangle about ankle 
length on the left side. When 
the first fish is caught, place it 
on the lowest safety pin. As you 
catch more fish, add them to the 
other pins above the first fish. 
The reason for having the 
stringer hanging on the left side 


is to give free action to the fly. 


caster while handling the rod 
with the right hand. You will 
finish your wading-fishing trip 
with every fish as full of life as 
when first canght, whereas if a 
creel were used, you would have 
fish which might not be frying- 
pan fresh when your trip ended. 

Also, on that same wading trip 
you may encounter a likely look- 
ing hole of water so brushy that 
a back cast is impossible. In 
that event, hold your rod pointed 
toward the water in which you 
wish to cast your fly, press firmly 
on the line next to the reel after 
you have stripped off sufficient 
line for your cast, then. holding 
the fly with your left hand, arch 
the rod by pulling the line taut, 


as in bow and arrow shooting, | 


and let fly! Just a little practice 
and you will become quite expert 
in placing your fly accurately and 
you will also catch fish, for they 
naturally prefer the inaccessible 
brushy pools. 
Anglers Use Pork Rind. 


Most fly fishermen and bait 
casters use pork rind because it 
is an added attraction that bass 
and panfish find hard to resist. 
Take a sharp knife or a razor 

blade and cut the free end of the 
pork rind twice, about half the 
Jength of the rind.

Take Along Some Crackers. 


Have you ever seined for min- 
nows until nearly exhausted, with- 
out results? The next time you 
want to catch minnows, take a 
few crackers along with you. 
Choose a small bayou or blind 
pocket of water, or even water 
in the stream without toe much 
current. Select a few flat rocks 
almost as large as the crackers, 
place a cracker under each rock, 
and await results. Soon the min- 
nows will be feeding off the sub- 
merged crackers in great num- 
bers and a swift swoop with the 
seine will give you all the min- 
nows you cain possibly use in 
your day’s fishing. 

If you enjoy fishing with live 
grasshoppers, select your very 
lightest line, about 8- or 10-pound 
test, and a small hook and no 
sinker. Slip a small rubber band 
around the body of the grasshop- 
per, making sure the legs and 
wings are free, then slip the hook 
under the rubber band and toss 
the grasshopper as far out in the 
water as possible.

Provisions of Bill. 
The so-called basing point bill 
was passed. If signed into law by 
Truman, it will do a couple of 
things: 

1. Permit business men to ab- 
sorb freight costs if there’s no 
collusion or deal, among them 
to fix prices by absorbing the 
freight. ‘ 

2. Let a firm meet the equal- 
ly low price of a competitor— 
such as the St. Louis mill meet- 
ing the Pittsburgh mill's price 
—if there is no conspiracy to 
fix prices by doing so and no 
attempt at monopoly. 

Opponents of the bill say this 
means a full green light for the 
basing point system. Senator 
Douglas, Illinois Democrat, argues 
that firms could fix prices with- 
out agreeing to it around a table. 
How? Douglas says that, inde- 
pendently, each can use the same 
freight rate formula and wind up 
with the same price, thus avoid- 
ing cutthroat competition. 
Friends of the bill say it means 
no such thing; that it would pre- 
vent price-fixing and attempts at 
monopoly. 

Price Discrimination. 

So much for the basing point 
part of the bill. There is another 
part dealing with price discrim- 
ination. The present law forbids 
price discrimination when its net 
effect is substantially to reduce 
or injure competition. More plain- 
ly, when it is done to ruin com- 
petition. 

For example: Firm AAA, sell- 
ing to firms BBB and CCC, can’t 
sell to BBB at a lower price in 
order to help BBB wipe out CCC. 
But the bill juggles the lan- 
guage around in such a way that 
there is dispute about this: Friends 
of the bill say this legal language

investment of these savings of 
capital in risk-taking enterprises 
is “less assured, and a more seri- 
ols problem for public policy,” 
the committee said. 

It laid emphasis on tax adjust- 
ments which it has urged in pre- 
vious policy statements.

The committee suggested these 
as “particularly promising meth- 
ods of achieving the desired long- 
range gain in productivity: 

1. “Stabilize the growth of in- 
dustry and avoid serious business 
recessions.” Productivity increased 
28 per cent in the 1920s but only 
4 per cent in the depression-rid- 
den 1930s, CED recalled; the com- 
mittee issued in 1948 its propo- 
sals for economic stabilization, 
mainly revolving around federal 
tax and money policies. 

2. “Reduce seasonal unemploy- 
ment.” This is largely a matter 
of good business management, 
the report said. 

3. “Improve the quality of busi- 
ness births and reduce the infant 
mortality among business con- 
cerns.” Training young men to 
be business owners, instead of 
employes, and furnishing capital 
and advice to sound small firms 
should help, it was stated, along 
with tax changes permitting busi- 
ness losses to be spread over five 
years instead of two years as at 
present. 

4. “Reform the tax system to 
make risk-taking more attractive. 
» +A tax system which artificially 
causes would-be investors to pre- 
fer safe investments discourages 
pioneering, makes the economy 
less progressive, and therefore re- 
tards the rise in the standard of 
living.” . 

5. “Stimulate more rapid re- 
placement of equipment.” Tax 
revision, permitting a more rapid 
write-off of industrial equipment 
outlays, would help, it was sug- 
gested.

It figured that June output 
should go even higher, if present 
trends are sustained, probably 
equaling the postwar peak of 
October and November 1948. 

A preliminary estimate by the 
board, given to the Senate-House 
Economie Report Committee, 
showed May production at 193 
per cent of (meaning 93 per cent 
above) the 1935-39 monthly aver- 


age. 

That was two points higher 
than the board anticipated in an 
initial figure May 27, and it in- © 
dicated the biggest volume of in- 
dustrial production since the 195 
— of October-November 

The new estimate for May re- 
flected a 2 per cent rise from 
April, and a 20 per cent recovery 
from the low mark (161) of last 
July, the trough of the 1949 “re- 
cession.” 

Gains in May and early June 
were produced by a further up- 
surge in production of durable 
goods, plus a marked recovery in 
output of such minerals as iron 
ore and oil. 

There also was a small gain in 
production of nondurable goods— 
notably textiles, paper, rubber 
and chemical products. 

In the durable field, produc- 
tion of steel and of passenger 
cars was booming at new record 
heights, while output of building 
materials, furniture ‘and house- 
hold appliances was going strong 
at advanced levels. 

Further increases in production 
also were noted for trucks, indus- 
trial machinery and er “pro- 
ducers’ equipment,” which covers 
the making of machines and tools 
that will be used in turning out 
more consumer goods.

NLY those who like the children they care for can do 

anything worth while with them. The mother, relative, 

teacher, child leader who dislikes a child should try 
either to overcome his dislike or break contacts with him, 
for any association under that condition is bound to be a 
bitter failure. 

Children feel the attitude of those about them. That 
cannot be hidden, no matter how much one tries. When a 
child feels he is not liked, he retreats from that person in 
resentment. In defense against him he will behave badly 
and so increase the dislike, and in consequence, the ill be- 
havior.

SOMETIMES, INDEED MORE often than not, the asso- 
ciation must continue for some time. It becomes the duty 
of the older person to consider his attitude, frankly examine

Sometimes a teacher feels he cannot like a pupil in his 
elass. It is his duty to teach this child and he knows he can- 
not do so unless he likes him and so allows the child to like 
him. He must analyze his feeling, search for the cause of 
it and work toward liking him. It can be done.

STRANGE AS IT MAY SEEM, it is possible for an adult 
in whatever relation to a child, to actively dislike him and 
build up a wall of hate between himself and the child. “The 
impudent brat.

O you can’t afford to get mar- 
§ riea? How about beating the 

high cost of loving by spend- 
ing your honeymoon as fire 
lookouts? 

That’s what Bob and Margaret 
Grow did. They spent their first 
months of marital bliss in soli- 
tary splendor on top of a moun- 
tain peak in Glacier National 
Park—and got paid for it. 

Every summer when danger of 
forest fires threatens, the United 
States Park Service needs tem- 
porary employes as fire watchers. 
But watchers are hard to get. 
Not many men care to live alone 
on mountain tops with scarcely 
any human visitors and only a 
telephone to keep them in touch 
with the world. And even when 
hired, as the Park Service has 
found out, watchers won't always 
stay. Some men just can’t stand 
the loneliness. Others can’t stand 
thunder and lightning. Comes 
the first big electrical storm and 
the resignations pour in. 


During the war when the sup- 
ply of watchers naturally shrank 
even more, a few women volun- 
teered to pinch-hit as lookouts. 
But women get lonely, too—and 
many of them can’t take the 
storms. 

So the Park Service had a 
bright idea: Why not married 
couples as watchers? Why not 
send them off to the mountain 
tops, two by two, even as the an- 
imals to the Ark? 

Bob Grow—ex-G.I. of the Med- 
ical Corps—heard about it. He 
wasn’t married—but he was 
headed toward matrimony. He 
and his future bride had more 
than the required qualifications: 
good health, good eyesight, aver- 
age intelligence. And the salary 
for the two of them was very 
tempting. 

Last June, Bob and Margaret 
graduated from the University of 
Iowa. They were married the 
same day, and two days later ar- 
rived at Belton, Mont., the west- 
ern entrance to the Glacier Na- 
tional Park, all set to be fire 
watchers. 

They didn’t start off being look- 
outs right away. With other mar- 
ried couples and a few single 
men, they attended a four-day 
fire school course at park head- 
quarters. There they were taught 
forest lore, map reading, use of a 
compass and of fire-detection in- 
struments. Then they worked on 
trails for a month, to become 


thoroughly familiar with condi- 
tions in the area. At last they 
were assigned to Curly Bear 
Lookout above St. Mary Lake, 
near the eastern edge of the for- 
est adjoining the Blackfeet Indian 
Reservation. 

The trip from Belton to St. 
Mary Ranger Station was made 
by truck. From there to Curly 
Bear Lookout it was eight miles 
by trail—the last few miles prac- 
tically straight up. Ranger Don 
Robinson helped the newlyweds 
pack in. He rode a horse and 
led one carrying their personal 
gear and supplies. Bob and Mar- 
garet followed afoot, glad they'd 
toughened up their leg muscles 
as members of the University 
Mountaineering Club. 

After unloading, they told the 
ranger goodby, and _ surveyed 
their home. Unused since the 
previous season, the first job was 
to remove the boards from the

emi, Finish Lapland. The 
flight across the north end of the 
Baltic Sea and the south end of 
Bothnia brought us to Finland, 
which, as you look down from 
the air, really does resemble the 
land of “a thousand seas.” I had 
not visualized what the Arctic 
Circle would look like, but I was 
surprised to see so many farms. 
They are widely scattered but 
there seems to be a good deal of 
arable land and vast areas of 
woodland. - 


Finland, like Sweden, has the 
system of each farmer owning a 
certain amount of woodland as 
well as his rather small acreage 
of tillable soil. The forests are, 
of course, the source of one of 
their great industries. Here, over 
the centuries, white cattle have 
been developed because they are 
immune to the bites of mosqui- 
toes which come in the summer. 


Everywhere in these far north- 
ern places they tell you about the 
celebrations on mid-summer eve, 
a festive occasion when the peo- 
ple dance and sing and feast all 
through the night.

THE GOVERNOR was particu- 
larly anxious to show us what had 
been accomplished in Rovaniemi, 
and in an area of the country 
which had been completely de- 
stroyed by the Germans in 1944. 
The Germans had carried out the 
scorched earth policy—destroying 
everything, blowing up bridges 
and every road. In the entire area 
only 17 buildings remained. Most 
of the population had been evac- 
uated into Sweden or to two other 
provinces in Finland. In 1945 they 
came back to their ruined homes, 
lived in cellars and in barracks 
and suffered great hardships, but 
nevertheless they started to re- 
build. Today, hospitals, schools 
and houses are almost back to 
pre-war times. 

The toll the people have paid 
is visible in the high rate of tu- 
berculosis of a virulent type. The 
rest of Finland has a declining

maintenance work on the trails. 
They took snapshots of wild an- 
imals, and spotted many different 
varieties of birds.

When West's nine and jack 
fell, South obviously could have 
gone ahead and cleared the suit, 
but he didn’t like the number of 
tricks this would give him! He 
would win one spade, two hearts 
and four diamonds, but he could 
not hope to take more than one 
club by straightforward play, and 
thus would be down a trick. 

So, risking a larger set in the 
interest of deception, South now 
led a low club. West ducked, and 
East won with the 10,. On the heart 
return, West captured South’s king 
and knocked out the heart jack. 

Now, at last, South led the diae 
mond 10 to.force out the queen 
—and at this point West made a 
fatal mistake: he gave up a club! 
Obviously, this gave declarer the 
balance of the tricks, since the 
club queen and king fell together 
under the ace.
